Plants 

Humus  means  success  assured  with  Rhododendron,  Moun¬ 
tain  Laurel,  Andromeda,  Azaleas,  Blueberries,  and  other 
plants  of  the  beautiful  Heath  family,  and  wild  flowers  and  ferns. 

There  are  no  flowering  plants  more  exquisitely  beautiful 
than  well  grown  members  of  the  Heath  family  (ericaceae) 
but  unfortunately  many  of  these  beautiful  shrubs  have  been 
planted  without  regard  to  their  soil  requirements;  consequently 
the  results  have  been  disappointing  and  unsatisfactory. 

Practically  all  the  ericaceae  require  an  acid  soil  which  may 
be  readily  obtained  by  the  use  of  Humus,  directions  for  the  use 
of  which  are  as  follows: 

Where  soil  is  neutral  or  acid,  cover  the  planting  area  with 
three  inches  of  Humus  and  thoroughly  spade  and  rake  in.

In  addition,  if  the  plant¬ 
ing  area  is  located  so  that  the  water  impregnated  with  lime 
might  flow  into  it,  protect  the  area  with  a  dam  of  Humus  six 
inches  high,  laid  in  a  way  that  surface  water  would  be  diverted. 

After  planting,  mulch  all  shrubs  not  less  than  four  inches 
deep  with  Humus.  Experiments  made  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  have  demonstrated  the  value  of  acid  Humus  in 
growing  members  of  the  Heath  family  successfully.
